The Technical Division opened its doors at 
its present location in 1953 as the J.P. 
Shelton State Trade School. The name of the 
school changed several times until finally 
settling on Shelton State Technical College 
in 1973. 


In 1972 the Junior College Division began 
as a branch of Brewer State Junior College 



in Fayette, Alabama. In 1978 the Alabama 
Legislature separated the Junior College 
Division from Brewer State and combined it 
with the Technical Division, creating a new 
entity—Shelton State Community College. 

One year later the Alabama State Fire 
College and Technical Assistance Program 
was added to form Alabama’s Most
